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11. — The driver of the vehicle shall stop 
it whenever so required by any municipal officer 
(Including; peons in uniforms). 

12. — No person shall act as a driver of any 
motor vehicle plying for hire within the Brin- 
daban municipality which has nob been licensed 
under the Motor Vehicle Act and has not taken 
out a licence under th -sc byelaws. A fee of 
Em. 2 shall, be payable for every such .licence 
prayed for and the period of each iioen.ee shall 
expire on March 31 of each year. 

13. — All motor vehicles shall carry two 
head li ghta and t w o side lights and a tail 
light, The head lights being .protected in 
such a . way that the pedestrians pa the road 
-should not be dazzled. In the case of motor 
omnibus it must be provided with at least one 
light on the inside for the comfort of the 
passengers. 

14. — -Every driver or rider of a motor 
vehicle shall have ready and available for im- 
mediate use a suitable bora or , other sufficiently 
sounding instrument or in the ease of a motor 
cycle, a suitable horn or bell, capable of being 
audible and giving sufficient warning of its 
approach and position, and shall sound such 
horn or bell, as the case may be, whenever 
expedient, to prevent danger to any of the 
public. 

15. — Every driver or rider of a motor vehi- 
cle shall, when approaching a horse or other 
animal (whether led, driven or ridden) which 
appears to be restive or frightened thereby 
proceed with special caution, and shall at once, 
if required to do so by the person in charge 
of such horse or animal, slow down or stop the 
vehicle altogether or stop the engine, 

16. — The person in charge of a motor vehi- 
cle shall not allow it to stand in any street 
unattended, unless the engine has been stop- 
ped and all reasonable precautions have been 
taken to ensure that it can not be put m 
•motion in the absence.' of the driver. 

17. — No owner or driver of a licensed 
motor vehicle shall suffer such motor car or 
motor omnibus to be employed to carry any 
person suffering from either plague, _ cholera, 
small-pox or leprosy or any other infectious 
disease, nor shall any corpse be conveyed in 
any such motor car or omnibus, except under 
the direction of a medical officer whose rank 
shall not be below that of a sub-assistant 
surgeon, a qualified vaid or the medical officer 
of health of the municipality. Any car or 
omnibus used for such a purpose shall be 
immediately presented by the owner or 
driver for disinfection in the municipal office 


provided that the special licences will be grant- 
ed for bmotor vehicles kept solely for the pur- 
pose of carrying' dead -bodies subject to such eon-! 
difciou as may be laid by the board. 

18.— The owner or driver of any car licensed 
under the byelaws shall hot employ or .permit 
any unlicensed driver to drive the car. 

V 19. —The driver of any car licensed under 
these byelaws shall not ply for hire when in u 
state of drunkenness or make use of insulting 
or abusive languages or gestures or wilfully 
obstruct or hinder the driver of any other car 
in taking up or setting down any person or 
wrongfully prevent or endeavour to prevent 
the, driver of another car from having the 
vehicle hired, ' - 

20. — The licensing officer may cancel or 
suspend for such. period ns he may think fib the 
licence of any ear or driver licensed under these 
byelaws : —

No place shall be licensed for the purpose which 
is within 150 yards of a human habitation or 
place of worship. 

2. — [a) The licence shall not be operative 
until the health officer has certified that the 
premises are furnished with satisfactory venti- 
lation and drainage andare otherwise suitable 
for the business. 

.,6) No portion of the premises shall he used 
for residential or sleeping purposes, and no 
room within the, same building. as the licensed 
premises shall be used as a living or sleeping 
room, uuless it is separated from the premises 
by. a substantial wall, and contains a window or 
windows opening directly to the sky and of 
dimensions non less than one- tenth of the 
superficial area of the room. Ibe doors of the 
building opening on public streets shall be self* 
closing. 

(c) All undried gut received at the premises 
and not required "for immediate use must be 
kept until required in properly constructed and 
covered vessels of galvanised iron or some other 
non-absorbent material. These vessels must be 
■kept covered until it is necessary to remove the 
contents for actual use. 

(d) At the close of every working day every 
floor or pavement upon the premises shall be 
thoroughly cleaned and all fragments of gut or 
other matter detached in the process of scraping 
and all garbage, filth or other offensive matter 
shall be collected and placed in suitable vessels 
or receptacles to bo forthwith removed with 
■their covers affixed from the premises. Each 
such vessel shall be construct, ed of galvanised 
iron oi some other non-absorbent material and 
’furnished with a closely fitting cover and shall 
contain a sufficient} quantity of a deodorant 
solution. The export and import, of the scuff 
■from and to the building should be in closed 
vessels or carts. : 

3. — -A fee of Rs. 90 shall be charged for 
every licence granted under these byelaws for 


the full year ending on March 81, next fol- 
lowing : 

Provided that half the fee shall be charged 
for every licence granted after September 30. 
Applications for the renewal of licences shall 
he made two months before the expiry of 
licences,

“in connexion whb audit notes and other 
work the board, the board or the chairman 
often requires to suspend or punish board’s 
servants for their misbehaviour or serious fault.

Act, suspension is of two kinds, one as punish- 
ment and the other as pending inquiry. In 
urgent cases when opinion or sanction of the 
board is not possible early, the suspension of 
the latter kind is made by the chairman. In 
many cases board’s or chairman’s order for 
suspension or dismissal is not complied with 
by the subordinates and they do not hand 
over the charge. They uselessly discuss the 
application of the rules under which they are 
suspended or dismissed. 

The consequences of these discussions have 
been very bad. Many files, papers, furniture, 
etc., with them, cannot be taken back and thus 
board’s work is put to suffer. There is a 
number of officials of the board who are under 
suspension but are not handing over the charge. 
No definite trace of the files can be known 
on account of this and thus the board’s con- 
dition is being more and more deplorable day 
by day. The persons who are taking interest 
in the party feeling put every obstacle through 
these suspended or dismissed officials, for suf- 
feren.ee of board’s work, non-removal of audit 
objections and notes and hence for dissolution 
or supersession of the board. I would there- 
fore request your favour of kindly asking the 
•District Magistrate to help the board in the 
calamitous position.” 

The chairman further remarks in the dis- 
trict board report for the year ending March 
81, 1927, which was received by the Commis- 
sioner more than two months after the due 
date for submission; “The attendance at 
meetings is generally poor and the number of 
absentees is swelling day by day. This has 
adversely affected the business of the board and 
there seems to be no end to this evil if Govern- 
ment does not come with a helping hand and 
enforce the application of section 81 A which 
is meant for the purposed- : 

(2) The senior vice chairman of the dis- 
trict board supported by two other members 
has sunt to the Commissioner of Jhansi the 
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repairs have been neglected causing serious 
loss to the board. 

It is now high time that the Government 
should intervene and find proper check for 
further deterioration of the board. 

The meeting has been postponed with a 
further view to pass the budget in the adjourn- 
ed meeting. The budget as proposed shows 
great partiality as regards proposed and* in- 
creased pays of some servants of the board 
who are favourite of the chairman. 

It is unfortunate that the- chairman himself 
does little work and gives no opportunity to the 
board for proper and efficient irking.: He 
does not regularly hold meeting's -of the board 
every month as required under the District 
Boards Act. It is further submitted that the 
chairman has purposely fixed no time for the 
adjourned meeting to be held at Nairaini (his 
own residence 22 miles away from Banda) on 
the 7th instant, in order that he may be able 
to hold the meeting at any time which suits 
him within *24 hours in the absence of the 
members of the board.” 

E (3) The Commissioner of the Jhansr 
division has made the following observations : — 
“The work of the board as shown in its 
meetings' is carried on in a wholly irresponsi- 
ble manner. The budget of the board for the 
year 1927-28 which was due in this office in 
January last was received on the last day of 
May; 1927. The budget was put up at the 
board’s meeting held on April 11, 1927, but 
the board refused to pass it as a protest 
against the action of the chairman in not 
putting a motion of non-confidence in the 
chairman - before the meeting. It was subse- 
quently passed at an adjourned meeting of 
the board held at town , school building at 
Na-raiiii tahsil on May 7, 1927. The meeting 
was attended by only eight members including 
the chairman. Since April last no meeting 
of the board has been held at headquarters. 
All the meetings were postponed for want of 
a quorum. Resolutions on very important 
subjects were passed at adjourned meetings 
attended by one or two members. Party 
feelings fostered and inflamed by every sort 
.of quarrel, personal and public, for the last 
three or four years have developed into such 
acute bitterness that time only can abate it. 

(6) The district magistrate of; Banda has 
made a detailed inquiry into the condition of 
the kachcha roads of the district. He reports 
that a few roads are in tolerably good condi- 
tion but this is due to the fact that the roads 
are on a high level and the soil is hard. The 
following roads are in extremely bad condi- 
tion .

The district magistrate in his detailed re- 
port has stated the sums which have been spent 
on these roads individually. In the cases of 
roads nos. 1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 8, 12, he reports that 
the contracts for repair were given in previous 
years to close connexions of the chairman or 
members of the district board, but he bus boon 
unable to obtain detailed information for the 
repair work in the year 1926-27, and has only 
reported the present condition of the roads. 
The district magistrate adds the following re- 
marks : — 

“ It is difficult to say whether the allot- 
ments have been sufficient. The ordinary rate 
is about Rs. 15 to Rs. 20 per mile, but many 
roads are now in such an extremely bad condi- 
tion that an allotment of over Rs. 50 per mile 
would be necessary to put them in a tolerably 
good condition. The fact however is that even 
the amount allotted is not wholly utilized on 
the repairs of the roads. Assuming that the 
allotments for 1926-27 .were the same as in pre- 
vious years it can be stated -definitely that roads 
1, 8, 9, 12, 16, 17, 18, 20. 21, 22. ”24 , 25 , 26, 
27, 29, 33, 34, show no signs of any honest 
work having been done on them. Earth filling 
is done if . at all extremely unsatisfactorily with 
the result that the roads are practically sinking 
below the adjacent ground. Culverts arc in- 
variably neglected and their condition in many 
cases constitutes a danger to the public, e.g. 
in 1, 9, 21, 26. Causeways are in some cases 
blocked with the result that the nalas have 
changed direction and pass along the end of 
the causeways. Approaches to streams and 
nalas are again absolutely neglected. Carts can 
cross over only at great risk. There is not the 
least doubt that the major portion of the allot- 
ment goes into the contractors’ pockets. The 
completion certificates are, I believe, furnished 
by the local members.” 
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/•A I lie. Examiner , Local Fund Accounts, 
in Ills audit note on the accounts of the district 
board for the period of 1925 has given the fol- 
lowing description of the attitude of the board 
lo\\ urd- the Midst nobs Ar smmuI \enrs past : 

“ At this audit the two previous years’ audit 
notes had to be reviewed, as the ’audit notes 
for the years 1923-24 and 1924-25, although 
received in the hoard’s office on September 25, 
1925, and October 24, 1925, were not disposed 
°f kid February 23, and April 28, 1926, respec- 
tively. The file of audit notes disclosed that 
in spite of repeated reminders being issued for 
the disposal of audit notes and every opportu- 
nity being given to settle the points raised, 
practically little or nothing was done in the 
matter. Government being dissatisfied ' with 
tlie attitude of the board towards the audit re- 
quirements directed in their letter no. 421 /X- 
N-IX-* III-1926, dated June 17, 1926, address- 
ed to the Commissioner, JJiansi division, that 
the audit notes for the years 1923-24 and 1924- 
25 be disposed of by August, 1926, and request-, 
ed the Commission to report the action taken 
by the board, in accordance with their orders. 
The board however represented that the time 
/■allowed was insufficient and Government in 
their letter no. 944-0. N /IX— HI-1926, dated 
September 15, 1926, granted a further exten- 
sion of time up to November 1, 1926, and at the 
same time directed me to re- investigate the 
peine; remaining unsettled up to date. In com- 
pliance with these orders I sent my auditor in 
the first week of November, 1926, and also de- 
puted the Assistant Examiner to especially 
look inlo the mailer, but L regret I have to re- 
iterate the remarks above. It is worthy of note 
that notwithstanding' the time allowed under 
the rules, namely three months, being extend- 
ed _ and further extended, most of the important 
points raised in the audit notes have failed to 
arouse the board’s interest in the matter. 
Hufiice il to say that ail advice, request, re- 
minders and the orders of Government have 
had no effect whatever and that the board’s 
action or rather absence of any action on many 
points is i Liucli to be regretted. I am therefore 
obliged to bring the matter to the notice of 
Government for such action as they may deem 
necessary.” 

(6) In para . 89 of his report, dated Decem- 
ber 22, 1926, the Examiner describes the 
foliowing as special features of the last year’s 
working of the hoard : — ” The special features 
which marked, out the year’s working of the 
board were as under : — 

Very scanty efforts were made towards the 
disposal of tin: last and the previous years’ 
audit notes. No reply was given against a 
number of items in the objection statement, 
while 'that given against some of them was 
evasive. , : ' ; 't it A A > 

Supervision was very slack all round and 
too much reliance was placed on the subordi- 
nates, and officers signed most of the papers, 
documents and records as a matter of form 
without actually going through them and 
checking them where necessary. 

Manuscript unauthorized registers and 
forms were freely used by the sub-overseers, 


workshop superintendents and others as if they 
constituted quite an independent body. 

Papers on the files were scattered and in 
many cases were not numbered serially, in 
many cases interpolations were also noticed. 

There are clear proofs of the board’s 
money being wasted and the entire procedure 
relating to the construction of the office build- 
ing was irregular.” 

(7) The Commissioner draws attention to 
the following points raised in previous audit 
notes on which no satisfactory action has yet 
been taken by the district board in spite of the 
constant pressure which has been applied : — 

” (i) The board in its resolution no. 46 
dated January 20, 1924, sanctioned 
a grant of Rs A 250 to the National 
Girls’ School at Banda (Rashtriya: 
Ivanya Pathshala) in contravention 
of rules 107 and 108 of the Educa- 
tional Rules, published with Gov- 
' eminent notification no. 418/IX — 
82 (8), dated June 27, 1919. The 
board could not justify the legality 
of the action, taken and ultimately 
a grant- in-aid of Rs. 250 per men- 
sem amounting to Rs. 8,000 had to 
be declared by G. O. no. 2884-0/ 
IX — III, dated May 11, 1927, to 
be an appropriate charge on the dis- 
trict board fund. 

(ii) Pam. 7 of audit ■note for 1923-24 
shows that pay drawn on bills did 
not agree with the sanctioned scale, 
e.g. 36 teachers at Rs. 25 per men- 
sem and 62 at Rs. 22 per mensem, 
are shown to have been sanctioned 
and pay for 39 teachers at Rs. 25 
and 65 at Rs. 22 was drawn on the 
bills. 

(Hi) Para. 8 of audit note for 1923-24. — 
A sum of Rs. 1,260 was paid by 
voucher no. 216, dated March 31, 
1924 , and the folio win g pa r tic □ 1 ars 
were entered in the bill : — ” Price 
of certain articles supplied by Fakir 
Mohammad and Sharif Moham- 
//yAA' A mad, contractors, under the chair- 
man’s order, dated February 5, 
1924.” The chairman had no 

A ; power to draw Rs. 1,260 without 
the sanction of the board. 

The voucher did not show what articles 
were supplied. No payees’, receipt was shown 
to the auditors. No file was forthcoming to 
show that the articles were actually required 
for the board’s use. The board subsequently 
showed some articles in stock and recovered 
the price of the missing articles from the con- 
tractor. 

L (iv) Para. 9 of audit note for 1923-24. — 

■ : A sum of Rs. 774-6 was drawn by 

voucher no. 215, dated March 81, 
1924, for payment of the bill of 
Friend nod Co., Banda, for the sup- 
ply of stationery without obtaining; 
Mi'.', board’s sanction. No receipt 
could be shown to the auditors. 
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(v) Pam. 10 of audit note for 1923-24. — 
The following advances were drawn 
on March 81,1924; under the 
orders of the ■■ chairman without ob- 
taining the sanction of the board 
B, Bain Bahadur Singh : Bs. 620 for 


constructing a new well. 

2. L. Kaidar Mai : Bs. 2,100 and Es. 1,600 
for supply of certain articles for public works. 

There is nothing on record to show that 
these charges were drawn in the interests of 
the board. 

(nzi) Pam. 11 of audit note for 1928-24. — 
A sum of Es. 6,750 was advanced 
to IVlir Baza Husain on March oJ , 
1924, and another sum of Es. 5,000 
on May 5, 1924, under the chair- 
man’s order. No security was 
taken from Baza Husain. The 
board's sanction was not obtained 
nor has the unspent balance of the 
advance been yet recovered. 

{t ni) Para. 12 of audit nuitc for 1923-24. 
— A sum of Es. 8,500 was paid by 
the chairman on March 29, 1924, to 
Ida la Bisheshar Day a! as the price 
of 500,000 bricks supplied. The 
sanction of the board to incur the 
charge and to the acceptance of the 
tender of the contractor was not ob- 
tained. The matter lias not yet 
been settled. 

The board failed to take adequate steps 
to remove these objections and a 
number of further , objections made 
in the audit note of .1924-25. All 
advice, requests, reminders and 
orders have had no effect. A 
special audit was consequently 
: made and the result of it is before 

the Government.” 

(8) The Commissioner has further drawn 
special attention to the following paragraphs 
in the audit note of 1925-26 

(i) Paras. 51 to 55 of audit note fur 
1925-26. — Preliminaries in con- 
nexion with the construction of' the 
district board office building com- 
menced in the year 1923-24, but 
no orders -fixing the site have been 
passed :uor was an estimate pre- 
pared and sanctioned by compe- 
tent authority. Large sums of 
■ money amounting to Es. 23.950 
were paid to several persons under 
the orders of the chairman in 
March, 1924, for supply of mater- 
ials. The building has been con- 
structed on a nazal plot managed 
by. the municipal hoard. For over 
two years the plot lias been in the 
possession of the district board but 
no lea.se has yet been executed. 
An estimate amounting ■ fa 
Bs. 23,705 for this building was 
submitted .several months after the 
■ construction of the building was 
. - • started. The net expenditure on 

the building amounts to Es. 47,956 


against the estimated cost of 
Es. 23,705. 

{ii) Para. 63 of audit note for 1925-26.— 
In certain cases, e.g. the repairs 
to the dispensary building at Na- 
raini-Karwi-Eajpur road, and the 
annual repairs to the Pahari-Baj- 
pur road, the contractors offered to 
do the work at a certain percentage 
less than the estimated rates. 
This was approved and inserted in 
the agreement deeds but payments 
were made at the full rates provid- 
ed for in the estimates. Thus the 
board was put to loss. 

(Hi) Para. 67 of audit note for 1925-26. 
— .Payments for works done were, 
in some cases, made to persons other 
than those to whom the works were 
given on contract, e.g. works paid 
for by Vrs. nos. 83 and 138 of 
December, 1925. It appears that 
sub-overseers were authorized to 
cancel contracts and select other 
contractors without making any 
report on the subject. 

(iv) Para. 70 of audit note for 1925-26. 
— Fourteen permanent gangs are 
maintained by the board for road re- 
pairs at a cost of about Es. 14,000 
per year but no programme show- 
ing the details of works executed 
through these gangs was drawn up 
or approved by the board. 

(v) Para. 78 of audit note for 1925-26. 
— A motor car was purchased for 
Es. 3,200 in November, 1924. The 
car ran 7,770 miles only up to June, 
1925, when it was disposed of after 
having been used for about 8 
months for the ridiculously low 
price of Es. 1,400. ' The circum- 
stances which led to the car be- 
ing sold for such a low price are 
not known. 

(vi) Pam. 80 of audit note for 1925-26.-- 
The register of tempura r\ advances 
shows that a sum of Bs. 1,803 
comprising not less than 18 items 
advanced to Bar Sahib Kedar Nath 
in 1922-23 is still outstanding. 
The board has failed to settle the 
accounts or to recover the unspent 
balances. 

(9) The district magistrate lias reported 
that the condition of the school buildings in 
charge of the board discloses an equally bad 
state' -of affairs. The annual repairs are done 
through school teachers and considering the 
number ol school buildings that have deterior- 
ated it is obvious that either the grants were 
not sufficient or that the allotments were not 
honestly spent. A number of good school 
buildings, namely those at Gurkhakaln, Mali, 
Titehra, Turin, Baghela-Bari , _ Palhn , Batin, 
Kurram, An dab a, Sardinia, Ainehwara, Kal- 
wara, Ora , Olieolaha , have now become un- 
inhabitable owing to want, of repairs. He 
reports .that the following buildings h not re- 
paired immediately will fall down . iVlaliyva, 
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Kurari , Fatehganj , Sarha , Basin , Maliola 
Murwal , Bira , ( Ihi tolar , ; Garaon , P n mlmr , 
Chi bon . The school building at Aincliwara 
has completely disappeared. The school at 
Gorypurwa was con strut* bed in J 924-25 for 
Us. 700 but the building is already in ruins 
and classes are held in a chaupal. The build- 
ing at Burra, m was erected; only a few years 
ago but collapsed at once and has never been 
repaired. Bs. 457 ■was spent in 1925-26 on 
a school building at Bira, Bs. 253 were allotted 
in 1925-26 to the. special repairs at Sardinia. 
There is no trace of these repairs now and the 
building at Sardinia is in ruins. In all these 
cases it is presumed that completion certifi- 
cates were given for which the members of 
the district board are responsible, 

(10) The district magistrate has received 
complaints that many employees of the board 
have not been paid their salary for a consider- 
able time. Figures supplied by the board 
show that the pay of 99 teachers has been 
withheld for different periods from September, 
1926 to July, 1927. Twenty-two of these 
cases have been settled , but the salaries have 
not been paid; 77 cases are still pending. The 
unreasonable delay in disposing of these cases 
is likely to produce the worst results. The 
district magistrate has had reports that some 
of the teachers pay no attention to their duties 
and pass their time playing cards with the 


children, yet this is a centre which can easily 
disseminate infection. The Vaccinator who 
was responsible, was appointed contrary to the 
recommendation of the civil surgeon. Six 
vaccinators- were reported for bad work on 
December 22, 1928, but no action has been 
taken. The vaccinator in charge of the Marka 
circle left his post without permission, and 
the lymph which was sent to him was re- 
turned undelivered by the post office. The 
case was reported, but the vaccinator was 
not dismissed„ : ; ; ;y 


2. The district board of Banda held an 
emergent special meeting on November 28, 
1927, which was attended by only twelve out 
of twenty-six members and was adjourned 
for want of a quorum. The adjourned meet- 
ing: was attended by the chairman and five 
other members. No answer was given at the 
time to any of the charges on which an ex- 
planation was required. Finally the board 
sent in an explanation one month after the 
date fixed by Government for its submission. 
The board lays the blame on the preceding 
hoard and on the secretary who has recently 
been dismissed. The board hiis been two 
years in office and has had ample time to deal 
with the effects of its predecessor’s mis- 
management and to remove incompetent ser- 
vants of the board. The board is not justified 
in making this an excuse for its continued 
failure to take action during the past .two 
years, and the Government does not consider 
that the explanation is satisfactory. 

3. The Governor, acting with his Min is- 
lets, considers that the district board of Banda 
has made persistent default in carrying out 
its duties for the maintenance of the board’s 
roads and buildings, for the performance of 
the services entrusted to the hoard and gene- 
rally for the conduct of the board’s business.. 
The district board of Banda has entirely failed 
to give any answer to audit objections of the 
most serious nature. The district board of 
Banda has finally shown its unfitness for per- 
forming its duties by the failure of its mem- 
bers to attend the meeting which should have 
examined and reported on , the charges framed 
and communicated by the Government. 


(11) The civil surgeon ol .banda nas 
drawn attention to the unsatisfactory state of 
medical relief in this district. He has drawn 
attention to the case of a compounder in 
charge of the operating room, owing to whose 
incompetence and negligence the surgical ins- 
truments have deteriorated so much that there 
is not even a sharp scalpel in the Sadr hospi- 
tal with which to operate. The civil surgeon 
twice recommended that this compounder, 
whose age exceeds 55 years, should oe retired, 
and against his recommendation the board 
gave the compounder an extension of service. 

(12) The civil surgeon has reported the 
bad condition of dispensary buildings in the 
district. The dispensary at Attara has never 
been repaired, there has been no white-wash- 
ing for three years, and the building which is 
new, is deteriorating. The condition of the 
building at Bajpnr is bad, and the failure to 
repair the doctor’s quarters lias made the 
building dangerous for residence. The reports 
from the civil surgeon on this question have 
been treated by the board with indifference. 

(13) The civil surgeon has reported, that 
the vaccination work is in a most unsatisfac- 
tory condition owing to the gross negligence of 
the vaccination staff of the board in the per- 
formance of their duties. At Aincliwara the 
ohbwkidar’s register showed that there were 
no less than 20 deaths due to small pox. 
and it is obvious that there was a serious out- 
break. But no information was given to the 
superintendent by the vaccination staff. At 
Uhitrakof, which is a centre • of pilgrimage, 
there were only 38 vaccinations out of 125 


4. For these reasons the Governor, act- 
ing with his Ministers, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 169 of the United 
Provinces District Boards Act, X of 192*2, is 
pleased to supersede the district board of 
Banda for the period from January 23, 1928, 
to March 31, 1928, and to direct , that the 
chairman and all members of the board shall 
vacate their offices as chairman and members 
from January 23, 1928. 

' 5. In exercise of the power conferred by 
section 171 (b) of the United Provinces Dis- 
trict Boards Act, X of 1922, the Governor, act- 
ing with his Ministers, is pleased to direct that 
for the period of supersession the district 
magistrate of Banda may exercise and shall 
perform, as far as may be. the powers and 
duties of the board. „ 
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8, — (i) The special committee appni uteri fey 
the board for hearing objections shall when 
public notice is given as required hy rule T give 
notice of a date not less than one month there* 
after, when he will proceed to consider objections 
to the assessments entered therein, and, in all. 
cases in which any person is for the first time 
assessed or the amount of his assessment is 
increased it shall give notice thereof to the 
person concerned, 

(ii) Every objection to an assessment shall 
be made in a written application, shall state 
the grounds on which the assessment is dispu- 
ted, and shall be presented before the date 
fixed in the notice to the secretary of the 
board. 

The fact that objections shall be presented to 
the secretary of the board, shall be mentioned 
in every notice published or delivered under 
clause (1) of this rule. 

(iii) The special committee appointed by the 
board for hearing objections shall, after allowing 
the applicant an opportunity of being heard, 
investigate and '^dispose of any objections and 
cause any necessary amendments to be made in 
the list, 

9. —The board may, at any time, alter or 
amend the assessment list : — 

(a) by entering therein the name of any 
person who ought to have been, but has 
not been assessed ; 

(h) by altering an assessment which has 
been made incorrectly by reason of 
fraud, misrepresentation or mistake; 

(c) by correcting any clerical or arithmeti- 
cal error, provided that no amend- 
ment or alteration made by the board 
: under: this rule shall take effect in 
respect of any matter which has 
been the subject of an appeal under 
section 128 of the Act, until the amend- 
ment or alteration has been confirmed 
by the officer by whom the appeal was

30.— -Every person assessed to the tax who

bricks plastered all over and it must be 
thoroughly washed every day before 
the shop is closed.

(б) The licensee shall not sell meat at any

10. — Every such place shall be adequately 
lighted and ventilated aud shall be lime-washed 
every March or April and whenever the medical 
officer of health so directs. 

11. — No lamp or other light shall be used in 
any such place which is likely by reason of its 
construction or condition to cause smoke or 
soot. 

12. — In any such place no vessel shall be 
used for keeping achars, pickles* or other 
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articles, containing acids or vegetable matter, 
unless it is constructed of glazed clay stone, 
china or glass or is enamelled, tinned or electro- 
plated ware. 

13. — Every such place shall be provided with 
an effective means of drainage to the satisfaction 
or the medical officer of health. 

14. — Every such place shall be provided with 
a proper receptacle for the disposal of pattals, 
donas, pur was, etc. 

15. — The fire place in every such place shall 
be provided with effective means for the passage 
of smoke. 

16. — All such places shall be open during 
business hours to inspection by the medical 
officer of health, chairman of the board and the 
chairman of the public health committee. And 
the occupiers thereof shall be bound to comply 
with all reasonable direction consistent with the 
purposes of these byelaws issued to them by 
those officers. 

Penalty , 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section

15. — Every house must be provided with- 
iron gutters and downspouts for the discharge 
of water without any harm or inconvenience 
to the adjoining houses or to persons passing 
along the adjoining streets. 

— The seat of every served privy must 
be of iron, stone, or of 'cement of a standard 
pattern approved by the board. 

Definition .— Privy means a house latrine. 

(a) A served privy is a latrine from which 

the excromenti tious matter is re- 
moved by hand and not by water 
carriage. 

(b) A sandas or chimney latrine means a 

privy on an upper storey, the ox- 
er ementitious matter from which 
falls through an opening to the 
ground floor. 

17. — The floor of every urinal and privy 
must be made pakka and must have such a fall 
or inclination towards the drain so that the 
water does not stagnate. 

18. — The internal walls of every privy 
must be made pakka and painted with coal 
tar. 

19. — Every served privy and urinal must 
bo provided with drains (pakka) which are 
connected with the cesspool or sewer of the 
building.

2. — In the case of water works or sanitary works estimated to cost less than Rs* 20,000 for 
which a grant or loan has been. received the town area panchayat shall submit a report annually 
i R this form until the completion of the work. The report shall be submitted not later than 
April 30, in each year. 

3. — On the completion of water works or sanitary works for which a grant or loan has been 
received the town area panchayat shall, within three months, report the completion of the work 
to the Executive Engineer of the division in the Public Health department and shall further, 
within six months, submit a completion certificate in the form appended to these rules.

(Commissioner, Agra division.) 

No. Y74 . — In supersession of all byelaws 1 
previously published on the subject, the follow- 
ing byelaws made by the municipal board of

1. — No animal shall be slaughtered in any 
slaughter-house unless it has been inspected 
and passed by the inspecting officer appointed 
in this behalf. 

2. — The board shall give public notice of 
the time and place whereat inspection of 
cattle intended for slaughter in the municipal 
slaughter-house are held. 

3. — At the time and place so appointed, 
the inspecting officer shall examine every 
animal produced before him, and satisfy him- 
self that the animal : — 

(i) is fit for use as human food, 

( li ) is not diseased and advanced in pre- 
gnancy, 

(in) is not very infirm or excessively 
old : ’ 

Provided that an animal which has met with 
an accident, rendering it unfit for further 
work, shall not be rejected merely on this 
ground. ' 

4. — If the inspecting officer is satisfied as 
above, and not otherwise he shall fill up, or 
cause to be filled up under his signature, 
columns 1 to 6 of a pass with its counterfoil in 
form A appended to these byelaws and give 
it to the person producing the animal for 
inspection. The animal shall then, in the 
presence of the inspecting officer, be marked 
on the head, .hair or skin with a muni- 
cipal seal or branded with a municipal brand 
as the board may proscribe. 

5. — -Any animal produced for inspection 
which is effected by any contagious diseases, 
or which may reasonably be suspected of 
being so affected, shall, if the inspecting 
officer so directs, bo forthwith seized and 
removed to the cattle infirmary for treatment 
at the expense of the owner; or the animal 
may be disposed of in accordance with sec- 
tion 244 of Act. 

{>.— -Any animal produced for inspection, 
which is in a dying condition, but not so 
affected as to be dealt with under the pre- 
ceding byelaw, shall, if the inspecting officer 
so directs, bo forthwith seized and disposed of 
in such manner as inspecting officer may 
direct. 

Provided that this byelaw shall not apply to 
any animal which has met with an accident 

Officer incharge of slaughter-house. 

7, — A municipal officer shall be on duty 
at the slaughter-house throughout the hours 
prescribed for slaughter and such officer shall 
be deemed to be the officer iucharge of the 
slaughter-house. a 


8. — The officer incharge shall keep up a 
daily register showing the sex, age, value and 
description of every animal slaughtered at the 
slaughter-house and shall send a monthly 
abstract of this register to. the municipal 
office. Separate registers shall be maintained 
for animals slaughtered for the Burma meat 
trade and for animals slaughtered for local 
consumption. 

Slaughter-house fees. 

9. — -Every butcher using the slaughter- 
house shall pay fees at the following rates, 
which shall be posted up at the door of 
the slaughter-house : —

10. — Unless the colltction of fees is formed 
every person from whom any such fees are 
leviable shall pay them to the officer in- 
charge. 

11. — On receipt of the fee the officer in- 
charge shall fill up a ticket and counterfoil 
in the form B attached to these byelaws, and 
hand the former with the coupon attached 
to the person who paid the fee. The pro- 
gressive total of the daily receipts shall be 
entered in the place provided at the foot of 
each counterfoil as each ticket is issued. 

12. — The holder of a ticket shall produce 
the ticket when called upon to do so by the 
secretary or any other officer of the hoard 
duly authorised in this behalf. Such officer 
shall, after such examination as lie may think 
necessary fill up the counterfoil and shall 
return the ticket to the holder after initialling 
it. 

At the slaughter-house. 

13. — No animal shall be admitted, and no 
person shall bring any animal, into the 
slaughter-house, unless it is covered by a pass 
in form A, as prescribed in byelaw 4 above, 
and unless the fee prescribed in byelaw 9 has 
been paid. The pass must be presented at 
the slaughter-house within three days ’of the 
time of issue. 

Explanation. — If any animal covered by a 
pass is not brought to the slaughter-house 
within 3 days of the issue thereof a fresh pass 
shall be obtained. 

14. — The office incharge shall receive the 
pass, and if it is in order and the fee pres- 
cribed in byelaw 9 above has been paid, he shall' 
allow the animal or animals covered thereby 
admission into the slaughter-house, filling up 
columns 7 to 9 of the pass. The passes shall 
be dealt with in such manner as the hoard may- 
direct. 

; 15. — Ekcepb with the general or special 
permission of the board no one'; but the 
butchers, their assistants, ^and the municipal 
officers ‘connected with the slaughter-house 
shall, enter or be allowed to enter the pre- 
mises during the process of slaughtering, 
skinning or cutting up the carcasses. 

16 4 _ANg person effected with leprosy, or 
with any skin disease, shall enter, or be 
allowed to enter, the slaughter-hous e premi- 
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17. — No dogs shall be admitted in bo or he 
allowed to enter the slaughter-house. All 
dogs found there shall be destroyed. 

18. — No animal shall be admitted, and no 
person shall bring any animal, into the pro 
duets of the slaughter-house, unless it is 
intended for immediate slaughter. All cattle 
awaiting slaughter shall be . kept . in pens 
attached , to the slaughter-house, and there; 
properly secured with ropes until required for 
slaughtering. 

19. — Butchers shall make their own 
arrangements for the feed of their cattle while 
in the pens, and shall have their own servants 
to look after them. 

Within the s'. auy liter • house. . 

20. — No person shall slaughter any animal 
except at such hours as may from time to time 
he fixed by the board. These hours shall be 
notified in some conspicuous place in the 
slaughter-house. 

21. -— (a) Each butcher shall have a place 

assigned to him for slaughter- 
ing by the officer incharge;' and 
he shall slaughter his cattle 
immediately over the central 
drain so as to prevent the blood 
of the animal from flowing upon; 
j the floor. 

(h) He shall blind-fold every animal 
immediately before bringing it 
into the slaughter-house. 

(c) The method of slaughtering shall be 
as nearly instantaneous as .is 
: .... consistent with the recognised 

religious^usagn of the butcher. 

22. — ■Immediately after the slaughter of 
an animal the butcher shall cause the 
portion of the slaughter-house assigned to him 

.to be carefully washed and cleaned. 

23. — Every carcass shall, after slaughter- 
ing, skinning, and cleaning be presented • for 
the inspection of the officer incharge of the 
slaughterhouse ; and no butcher shall remove 
from the slaughter-house, except in accordance 
with the next clause of this byelaw, any 
carcass which appears to the officer in charge 
to show signs of any contagions disease, or 
other disease rendering the meat unfit for 
hitman consumption. 

If any such carcass be found it shall be 
disposed of in accordance with the provisions ' 
of section 244 of the Act. In the event of a 
dispute arising under this byelaw the matter 
shall be referred to the medical officer of 
health of the board, whose decision shall he 
final. 

24. — If, on the inspection prescribed by the 
preceding byelaw, the carcass is found to be 
fit for human consumption, each piece of meat 
cut therefrom; shall have impressed thereon or 
affixed thereto, under the supervision of the 
officer in charge, such stamp or seal as the 
hoard may from time to time prescribe, 

25. — The skin of an animal whose - carcass 
has been condemned under byelaw 23. above, 
shall, if the officer in charge or the medical 
officer of health so directs, be disposed of in 
the same manner as tile carcass. _ - 

26. — -Skins," entrails and offal shall be 
removed from the slaughter house by the 


butchers ; and any skin, entrails or oil al riot 
removed before the timo at which the 
slaughter-house is closed for the day shall 
become the property of the board, and may 
be disposed of in such, manner as seems to 
it fit : 

Provided that, if the board so prefers, it may 
delegate to the officer in charge the power to 
have such skins, entrails or offal removed at 
the owner’s: or butcher’s expense; and the 
officer in charge may refuse to such butcher or 
or owner or" his servant, any subsequent 
admission to the slaughter-house until such 
expense is made good to tho board. 

27. — No poison shall remove any skins, 
entrails and offal from tho slaughter-house 
until they have been properly washed and 
cleaned. 

28. — The solid contents of the entrails shall 
not be washed into tho cesspools, blit shall be 
cleaned up and removed by the butchers or 
their assistants at the same time as the 
entrails and offal are removed under byelaw 
26 above. 

29. — Meat, entrails and offal shall be 
removed from the slaughter-house in covered 
carts or covered baskets or vessels, of a 
pattern to be approved- by the board, and the 


Penalty, 

In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 299 (1) of the Act, tho board hereby 
directs that a breach of any of the provisions 
of’ byelaws 9, 10, 12, 13, 15, 16, 17, 18, 20, 2.1,

tendent.

(>. — .The hours of daily attendance of a 
public vaccinator at vaccine station shall bo 
fixed by the notified area committee. 

7. — A public vaccinator shall be a perma- 
nent resident of tho circle and shall he absent 
therefrom only for such periods of leave as 
may lie granted by the notified area com- 
mittee.

8. — Public vaccinators shall at all times 
when engaged in the duties of their office 
wear a badge in the form of a brass plate 
with the words, “ public vaccinator ” Kan- 
dhla notified area engraved on it and his 
uniform containing turban, coat, nicker and 
pattis.

9. — Public vaccinators shall vaccinate 
children of the circle at their houses at tho 
request of a parent or guardian.

(2) Registers of the names of children

Milk includes whole milk, separated, 
skimmed, condensed, and dried milk. No 
preservative may be added to milk intended 
for sale for human consumption. 

£< Dairyman ” means any person following 
tho trade of cow-keeper, milk-supplier, or milk- 
seller. 

Ghee means tho substance made exclusive!}- 
from milk or milk-fat. Any article not coming 
within the meaning of this definition should 
not be called “ ghee ” with or without any 
quali lying word or phrase. Every shop-keeper 
selling milk shall put up a sign-board at least 
3' x V in bold Urdu and nagri characters : — 

Tho sign-board shall slate : — 

A in case of milk — 

(a) It is whole and unadulterated milk or 
skimmed or separated, 

(b) Whether it is cow’s, goat’s, sheep’s, or 
buffaloe’s. 

Itinerant vendors should paint on tho 
containers in clear and distinct writing in Urdu 
and Nagri that tho milk is whole or skimmed 
or separated. 

B in case of ghee that it is pure ghee. 

Every itinerant vendor should paint on the 
containers in Urdu and. Nagri characters that 
tho ghee sold is pure and unadulterated. All 
milk and ghee meant for sale shall be so kept 
that they are inaccessible to flies. They 
should nob be exposed to dust, dirt, or any 
other offensive matter. Receptacles containing 
milk and ghee should be kept in a clean eondi- 
,. tion. These receptacles should 'be cleansed 
with boiling water immediately after use. 
Every vendor should be registered. Each one 
will ho given a number and token. There will 
be no fee for registration, but a nominal charge 
for the token will be made. 

Any person suffering from contagious or 
dangerous disease should not handle milk or 
ghee meant for sale ; nor should such perso ns 
take part in the process of milking the cow. 

Milk of any animal suffering from any 
contagious or "infections disease (including 
tubercular disease of the udder) should not 
be sold or added or permitted to be added to 
any milk of other animals which is intended 
for sale or for human consumption.

5. — ■(!) (i) A person claiming to be 
enrolled under _ section 14 (2) (b) (i) as a 
graduate of a university may apply in writing 
to the District Magistrate for the entry of his 
name and shall punish such proof of qualifica- 
tion as the District Magistrate may require.

Officer or Secretary shall compile from the

The proposer shall 
bring with him either the candidate in person 
for a written declaration signed by .the ..candi- 
date stating that he assents to be nominated. 

27. — (1) The returning officer shall, in the 
presence of the proposers and seconders and 
of such candidates as attend, proceed to pass 
orders on the applications received under rule 
23. If after such summary inquiry and after 
taking such evidence as he may think neces- 
sary as to the identity of the proposer and 
seconder,. and as to the identity of candidate 
if he attends or as to the authenticity of liis 
declaration if he. does not attend, the return- 
ing officer is satirii.-d that the name of the 
candidate is entered in the electoral roll, 
that he assents to be- nominated and that his 
proposer and seconder are entered in tho

(2) If the returning officer is nob satis- 
fied as to tho identity of the proposer or of 
the seconder or of the candidate or as to the 
authenticity of tho candidate’s declaration or 
if tho candidate is absent and no declaration on 
Ids part is presented or if the name of the can- 
didate is not entered in the electoral roll or 
if the proposer or the seconder is not entered 
in the electoral roll of tho ward and class in 
which the candidate is to be nominated or if no 
deposit has been or is made under rule 23 the 
returning officer shall refuse- to prepare the 
nomination paper and shall briefly record his 
reasons on the application received under rule 
23. He shall then return tho deposit, if any, 
to the person by : whom it was made : 

Provided that, if the elector or his proposer 
and seconder so demands, the returning officer . 
shall before finally refusing to prepare the 
nomination paper adjourn the proceedings to 
tho next day or to The next day but one to 
enable the elector or his proposer and secon- 
der to rebut the objection raised against the 
nomination.

withdrawn from their candidature. The sche- 
dule shall be in the form proscribed by rule 
28, except that there shall be a heading des- 
cribing the ward or class, if any. 

31. — Tho 'schedule shall be posted at the 
place prescribed by rule 9 for the publication 
of the electoral roll. 

32. — If a candidate who has boon nominated 
dies before the date appointed for taking of a 
poll the deposit made under rule 23f shall be 
returned to the person by whom it was made 
or to his legal representative. 

33. — (1) A candidate may withdraw his 
candidature bv notice in writing delivered to 
the returning officer. If the withdrawal is 
made within ton days from the date of nomi- 
nation the deposit made under rule 2.3 shall be 
returned to the person by whom it was made. 
If the withdrawal is made after the expiry of 
ten days from tho date of nomination, the de- 
posit paid shall be forfeited to tho board. 

(2) A candidate who has withdrawn his 
candidature shall not bo allowed to cancel his 
withdrawal or to be renominated as a candi- 
date for the same election. 

34. — If a candidate is not elected and the 
number of votes polled by him does not ex- 
ceed that fraction of the total number of votes 
polled which is obtained by dividing the frac- 
tion of l/8th by the number of seats for which 
the election is being held, the deposit shall he 
forfeited to the hoard. For the purpose of this 
rule the number of ballot papers shall he 
deemed to be the number of ballot papers 
other than spoiled ballot papers and tendered 
ballot paper. 

35. — A deposit which has not been returned 
to the candidate or forfeited under the pre- 
ceding rules shall he returned to the person 
by whom it was made as soon as may be after 
the publication of the result of the election 
in the Gazette. 

36. — (I) If the number of = candidates who 
are entered in the schedule and who have not 
withdrawn ■ their candidature before the time 
fixed for the poll exceeds the number of tho 
vacancies a poll shall be taken on the day for 
the election in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided; ■. 

(2) If the . number of such candidates is 
equal to the nnmber of vacancies, all such 
candidates shall he deemed to be elected. 

(3) If the number of such, candidates is 
less than the number of vacancies all such

nominations for the remaining vacancies to be 
made upon a fixed date and may also, if ne- 
cessary, fix a fresh date for the poll, if any, in

(41 If there are no such candidates the 
District Magistrate shall call for fresh nomina- 
tions to be made upon a fixed date and may 
also, if necessary, fix a fresh date for the 
poll, if any, in accordance so far as possi- 
ble with rules IS and 10. When fresh nomi- 
nations have boon called for but no candidate 
lias been duly nominated on or before the 
date fixed on this behalf, tho District Magis- 
trate may nominate a candidate after satis- 
fying himself that the candidate assents to 
the nomination and is qualified for election in 
the constituency and such candidate shall be 
deemed to be duly nominated and elected. 

(5) If during the poll a candidate with- 
draws his candidature and the number of 
candidates who have not withdrawn their 
candidature is not greater than the number of 
vacancies, the poll shall he stopped and the 
candidates who have not withdrawn their 
candidature shall he deemed to he elected. 

Of the manner of taking votes. 

With reference to section 29, clause (e). 

37. — The hoard shall provide one or more 
suitable buildings or booths ( hereinafter 
termed the polling station) for each area in 
which a poll will take place. 

38. — Tlio District Magistrate shall appoint 
as many polling officers and polling clerks as 
may be required for the recording of votes 
under these rules and shall from among the 
polling officers appoint one officer as presid- 
ing officer to preside over the election at each 
polling station. 

If before or at tho time of the election 
any polling officer refuses to act or becomes 
incapable of acting as such, the District 
Magistrate shall appoint another fit person to 
act in his stead. 

> 39. — Every polling officer shall be supplied 
with a copy of the electoral roll, and with a 
copy of the schedule of valid nominations of 
candidates for elections referred to in rule 30. 

40. — Each presiding officer shall keep order 
at his station, shall see that the election is 
fairly conducted, shall regulate the number 
of electors to be admitted at a time, and shall 
exclude all other persons except the persons 
nominated to assist the, presiding officer, tho 
clerks, the candidates, and the constables on 
duty and such other persons as the presiding 
officer may from time to time adroit for the 
purpose of identifying; electors ; provided that 
a candidate may appoint by written authority 
an agent to appear in his stead at each poll- 
ing station. 

41. — Votes must he given in person at the 
polling station, and no votes will be received 
by proxy. 

42. — Votes shall be given by ballot, and the 
ballot of each voter shall consist of a paper 
(hereinafter called ballot paper) in the form 
shown in schedule IV. The list of candidates 
in this form shall he printed in the same order 
as in the schedule prescribed by rule 30.

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43. — (1) At any time before a ballot paper 
is delivered to an elector the polling officer or 
bis assistant or any clerk appointed to check 
the voters by reference to the electoral roll 
may of his own accord, and shall, if so required 
by a candidate or his agent, put to the elector 
either or both of the following questions : — 

(a) Are you the person enrolled as 
follows ? 

(reading the whole of the entry from the 
roll). 

(b) Have you already voted at the pre- 

i sent election ?" 

(2) The elector shall duly answer the 
questions and shall not be supplied with a 
ballot paper if he refuses to answer one of the 
questions nor if he answers the first question 
in the negative, and tho second question in 
the affirmative. 

(3) The name of every person presenting 
himsel f to vote and his number on the electo- 
ral roll shall be entered in a list maintained 
in the form shown in schedule V and the 
voter shall thereafter, if he is literate, sign 
his name in the column provided for that pur- 
pose in the said list, or if he is illiterate, 
affix his thumb-impression thereto. Any 
thumb-impression or signature so made shall 
be attested by any candidate or his agent who 
may be able to recognize the voter or by any 
other person who may be admitted by the 
presiding officer for the purpose of identifying 
electors. The list shall he maintained in 
separate sheets, which shall be consecutively 
numbered. ; but it is not essential that only one 
such sheet shall be in use at the same time. 

(4) The _ voter shall then present the list 
mentioned in the preceding clause to the 
polling officer, who, after satisfying himself 
that the list has been duly signed or impres- 
sed and attested shall state the number of 
votes which may bo given, and the conditions, 
if any, attaching thereto and shall givo to the 
voter tho outorfoil of a ballot pnpor bearing 
on each sido an official mark at the same- time 
noting on the corresponding counterfoil the 
number of the voter in the electoral roll and 
making a mark against tho entry of the 
voter’s name in the electoral roll to denote 
that the elector has received a ballot paper; 
this entry shall, not indicate which ballot 
paper he has rooeived. 

44. — (I) The vo tor, on receiving the ballot 
paper shall unless he elects to proceed under 
sub-rule (3), forthwith proceed to the place 
set apart for the purpose arid there mark a 
cross against the name of every candidate for 
whom he intends to vote ; he shall then fold 
the ballot paper so as to conceal his vote and 
shall put his ballot paper so folded up into a 
box (hereinafter called the ballot box). 

(2) If the elector before placing tho ballot 
paper in the bailee box inadvertently marks 
the paper or otherwise deals with it, so that 
it cannot be used as a valid ballot paper, ho 
may return it to tho polling officer, who, if he 
is satisfied, that the ballot paper, was inadver- 
tently spoilt, may give the elector another 
ballot paper and shall mark the spoilt ballot 
paper and its counterfoil as cancelled. 

(3) If. the voter is illiterate or by reason 
of infirmity is unable to vote in the manner 
prescribed under sub-rule (1) or desires that

the ballot paper so marked to be placed in , 
the ballot box. 

(4) The ballot box shall be so constructed 
' that the ballot papers can be introduced 

therein, but cannot be withdrawn therefrom 
without the box being unlocked. 

(5) Just before the commencement of the 
poll the polling officer shall show the ballot box 
empty to such persons as may be present at 
the polling station and shall then lock it up 
and place his seal upon it in such manner as to 
prevent its being opened without breaking 
such seal, and shall place it in his view for 
the receipt of ballot papers and keep it so 
locked and sealed. 

(6) The polling officer shall not hand a 
ballot paper to an elector except during the 
hours appointed for the polling. But if an 
elector has received a ballot paper during the 
appointed hours, but has not recorded his vote, 
he shall be allowed a reasonable opportunity 
for doing so after the closing hour. 

45. — When, a ballot box is opened for the 
purpose of counting the votes a ballot paper 
shall be rejected — 

(a) if it has not Lhe official mark ; 

(■ b ) if there are marks against the names 
of more candidates than there are 
vacancies to bo filled; 

(c) if no mark is made against tho name 

of any candidate ; 

(d) if, for any reason, it is not certain 

for which candidate or candidates 
the elector intended to vote; 

(e) if the ballot paper bears any mark 

by which the elector may be iden- 
tified. 

The decision of the returning officer as to 
the validity of tho ballot paper shall bo final 
subject only to reversal on an oloetion petition 
claiming the seat. 

46. — If a person, representing himself to 
be a particular elector named on the electoral 
roll, applies for a ballot paper after another 
person has voted as such elector, tho applicant 
shall, after duly answering such questions 
as the presiding officer may ask, be entitled 
to mark a ballot paper in tho same manner 
as any other voter, but the ballot paper (in 
these rules called a tendered ballot paper) 
shall be of a colour differing from the other 
ballot papers, and instead of being put into 
the ballot box, shal l, he given to the presiding 
officer and endorsed by him with the name of 
the voter and his number on the electoral roll, 
and sot aside in a separate packet, and. shall 
nob be counted by the presiding officer. The 
signature mark or thumb-impression (as the 
case may he) of the votor shall not be made 
in the list prescribed by clause (3) of rule 43, 
but shall bo made in a separate list maintained 
in a similar form, which shall bear the head- 
ing “ tendered votes list.” 

47. — (a) The presiding officer as soon as 
practicable after the close of tho poll shall in 
the presence of any candidates or polling 
agents who may be present make up into 





(*) On -the day and at the time appointed 
the returning officer shall — 

(1) open the ballot boxes of each consti- 
tuency one after the other, take 


out the voting papers, and separate 
those which he deems to he valid 
from those which he rejects under 
rule 45, 

(2) endorse on the rejected voting papers 


the grounds of rejection, 

(3) count or cause to be counted the valid 
votes given to each candidate. 

If the counting of votes he not completed 
by 6 p.m. on the date appointed, the re- 
turning officer may adjourn the proceedings 
until the following day at 10 a.m., and 

in such case shall place’ all the documents 
relating to the election under his own 
seal and the seals of the candidates or their 
agents if any are present and desire to 
affix their seals, and shall otherwise take 
proper precautions for the security of the 
documents. The returning officer may in 
like manner adjourn the proceedings from 
day to day until the counting of the votes has 
been completed. 

(/) The returning officer shall not open 
the sealed packets of the tendered voting 
papers, or the marked copies of the electoral 
roll or the counterfoils of the .voting paper. 
He shall verify the statement submitted by 
the presiding officers under clause ( b ) by com- 
paring it with the numbers of counted votes 
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separate packets and seal with his own seal 
and the seal of such candidates or agents as 
may desire to affix their seal : — 


(1) each ballot box in use at the station, 

unopened but with the key at- 
tached, 

(2) the counterfoils of the voting papers, 

and 


(3) the unused voting papers, . 

(4) the spoilt voting papers, 

(5) the tendered voting papers, 

(6) the tendered votes list, 

(7) the electors* identification slips, and 

(8) the marked copy or copies of the 

electoral roll. 


(h) The presiding officer shall deliver the 
packets to the returning officer together with 
a statement showing the number of voting 
papers received at the polling station, the 
number of unused, spoilt and tendered voting 
papers and the number of persons who have 
voted. 


(a) The returning officer shall appoint a 
date as soon as may be practicable after the 
close of the votes and shall give notice thereof 
in writing to the candidates or their agents. 

(d) No person shall be allowed to be 
present at the counting of the votes except 
the returning officer and such persons as the 
District Magistrate may appoint to assist him 
in the counting of votes, and the candidates 
and one agent of each candidate authorized by 
him in writing in this behalf. No person 
shall be appointed to assist in counting the 
votes who has been employed by or on behalf 
of any candidate for any purpose connected 
with the election. A- V A;- V; A-.

He shall then reclose and 
reseal each packet which has been opened by 
him and shall record on each packet a des- 
cription of its contents, the name of the 
constituency and the date of the election to 
which it refers. 

(g) The returning officer shall then prepare 
and certify a return setting forth— 

(1) the result of the verification under ■ 

the preceding rule, 

(2) the names of the candidates for whom 

valid votes were given, 

(3) the number of valid votes given for 

each candidate, 

(4) the name of the candidate elected, f 

(5) the number of votes rejected, and 

(6) the number of tendered votes given, 

and shall permit any candidate or 
his representative to take a copy 
or abstract from the return. 


48. — Upon completion of the counting the 
returning officer shall seal up in separate 
packets the counterfoils of ballot papers, the 
tendered ballot papers, the ballot papers 
which he has admitted as valid and those 
which he has rejected as invalid, the list 
prescribed by rule 43, “ the tendered vote 
list ” prescribed by rule 46 and record on 
each packet a description of its contents and 
the date of the election to which it relates. 

He shall forward the return prepared under 
clause ( ; g ) and all the packets relating to the *** 
election to the District Magistrate. 

49. — (1) The District Magistrate shall re- 
tain for a year the packets and return for- 
warded to him by the returning officer under 
rule 48, and shall then, unless thoro appear 
to him to be reason for retaining them for a 
further period, cause them to be destroyed.

Magistrate the packets of ballot papers (whe- 
ther counted, rejected or tendered and of the

58. — No person shall deface, injure, disturb 
or remove any copy, notice or other document 
fixed up under these rules at the municipal 
office or elsewhere. 

54. — A servant of the board shall not by 
canvassing or otherwise interfere or in any way 
use his influence in an election, hut may vote 
in an election if qualified to do so, in which 
case he shall, so far as possible, avoid giving 
any indication of the candidate for whom his 
vote is to be cast. 

55. — (1) In case of more than one vacancy 
being filled by a poll held at the same election 
the member elected by the smallest number 
of votes shall be deemed to be elected in the 
place of him who would regularly have first 
gone out of office, and the member elected by 
the next smallest number of votes shall be 
deemed to be elected in the place of him who 
would regularly have next gone out of office, 
and the member elected by the largest number 
of votes shall be deemed to be elected in the 
place of him who would regularly have last 
gone out of office, and so forth. 

(2) Any question, other than one for which 
provision is made in clause (1), arising in 
connection with the allotment of casual vacan- 
cies to persons elected as members at the same 
election, shall be determined by the board by 
resolution. 

50. If no election petition is presented 
within the time prescribed under section 20 
of the Municipalities Act of- 1916, the Commis- 
sioner may of his own motion set aside the 
election of any person as a member of a 
municipal board who is proved to have been 
disqualified under section 16(2) of the Act : 

Provided that the Commissioner before 
making any order under this rule shall afford 
such person an opportunity of making any 
statement which he may desire to make :

57. The District Magistrate shall pre- 
serve a complete copy of the electoral roll of

Such papers shall be open to in- 
spection on such conditions and certified copies 
may be given on payment of such fees as 
have been prescribed by Government under 
the rules for the election of members to the 
United Provinces Legislative Council. The 
District Magistrate shall keep all such papers 
until a fresh electoral roil has been prepared.

(7) being a servant of the board commits 

a breach of rule 54 ; or 

(8) attests the signature or thumb-impres- 

sion of an elector if he is not able to 
identify the elector 

shall be punishable with fine which may extend

(h) Whoever enters into a bungilow and causes the 
servants to work for him or gets provision 
cooked in the kitchen shall get either or both 
works done free ot charge. 

Note 1.— -Double these amounts become due for over 
24 hours, three times for over 48 hours’ occupancy, and so 
on. 

Note 2,—If a room is not occupied for more than 3 
hours half the prescribed fee will be charged. 

Note 3(a) .—No charge will he made for children below 
13 years of age. 

Note 3(6).— Nor will any charge be made from the dis- 
trict engineer as he has to occupy the room or rooms in 
the staging bungalow in connexion with its repairs 

Note 4 —If more than one room is occupied by a single 
person the charges will bo in accordance with the 
number of rooms as specified above. 

Note 5,— The travellers who employ the khanshama 
or other employee to supply eatables shall pay in accord- 
ance with the scale of charges for provision, etc., sanctioned 
by the board, the scale of charges shall be kept in every 
room to enable the travellers to find out the fixed rates.

shall pay the prescribed fee if he occupies a 
separate room in the house.

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3. — Every traveller can claim shelter for 24 
hours after the expiration of that period a 
traveller is bound to move if called on to do so 
on the arrival of another traveller, or if so 
required by the officer in charge of the staging 
house. 

4. — No traveller or a party of travellers 
shall have the right to the exclusive occupa- 
tion of the house ; but preference shall be 
given to female travellers in the allotment of 
private room if separate accommodation is 
desired by them. 

5. — Travellers shall enter in the register of 
the staging house the amount of fees paid by 
them and the times and date of their arrival 
and departure. 

6. No one except a person entitled to ad" 
mission to the .staging house under byelaw 3 
shall remain in any of the rooms or varandahs. 

7. — -A traveller who requires the pankhas 
to be pulled shall pay for their being pulled. 

8. — Whoever breaks or injures any thing 
must pay the cost of replacing it and record, 
having done so in the travellers’ book. A list, 
showing the amount to be paid for each article 
broken or damaged can be obtained from the 
khansama. 

9. — Dogs and other animals shall not be 
admitted when their admission causes discom- 
fort to any occupant of the bungalow and he 
signifies such discomfort. 

Pan II .— Inspection houses. 

1. — The following shall be entitled to occu- 
py inspection houses on payment of the pre- 
scribed fee, 

(1) All gazetted officers when travelling on 
duty shall pay Re. 1 per room per diem except- 
ing the district officer and the district engineer 
who will occupy bho room or rooms free of 
a7->y charge. 

(2) The chairman of the board when tra- 
velling on duty will have a right to occupy a 
room or rooms free of any charge. 

(3) The members of the board and the 
district board secretary when travelling on 
duty shall be entitled to occupy a room free 
of any Charge. 

(4) The district board engineer and the 
district board medical officer shall pay Re. 1 per 
day per room just like other gazetted officers. 

(5) All other persons will be entitled to 
occupy a room on paymentof Re. 1-4-0 per day, 

(6) Gazetted officers or other persons ex- 
cepting those who are exempted shall pay for 
more than one room in accordance with the 
number of rooms occupied by them. 

2, — Any person entitled to occupy inspec- 
tion houses may apply to the secretary of the 
board for the reservation of a room for any 
period not exceeding one week and the secre- 
tary shall reserve a room accordingly if an 
unreserved room is available. Applications 
shall receive priority in order of receipt except 
that in the case of an inspection house at the 
head quarters of the district an application 
from a Government officer not attached to the 
district shall receive priority over an earlier 
application from, any other person which has 
not been disposed of. A room shall not be 
reserved for the secretary except with the 
chairman’s written nermission. For the pur- 


pose of priority the secretary’s claim lor reserv- 
ation shall run from the time at which he 
receives the chairman’s written permission. 
r l he secretary shall maintain a register with 
separate pages for each inspection house show- 
ing the number of rooms in each. At the time 
of passing an order of reservation the secretary 
shall enter in the register the dates on which 
the room is reserved, and shall send notice 
thereof to the applicant and to the servant in 
charge of the inspection house. The register 
shall at all times be open to inspection in the 
board’s office by any person entitled to occupy 
inspection houses. A person for whom a room 
is reserved is entitled to sole occupation there-

3. — More rooms than one may be occupied 
if not required by another person having right 
of occupation, but the right of occupation is 
limited to a single room and to a period of 24 
hours from the time at which the occupant 
receives notice that the room occupied by him 
is. required for another person having a right of 
occupation. On the expiry of this period the 
occupant shall vacate the room, if required by 
such person, and during the period shall, if 
required, share it with such person.

6. — Any person who requires the punkhas 
to be pulled shall pay for their being pulled. 

7. — It is distinctly to be understood that 
the right of occupation, is not to be enforced 
without good cause. The interests of the pub- 
lic service demand that courtesy and endea- 
vours to oblige should invariably be shown 
towards each other by persons entitled to oc- 
cupy inspection houses. In cases where more 
such persons than the house can conveniently 
hold require accommodation at the same time 
it is expected that they will endeavour mu- 
tually to accommodate each other, even do the.

4. — No animal suffering from any infec- 
tious or contagions disease shall be brought to 
or grazed on the cantonment grazing areas. 

5. — In order to protect the roots of grass 
the cantonment authority may by & public 
notice close the cantonment grazing areas for 
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not more than 60 days after the first monsoon 
rains, 

6. — No animals shall bo brought;, to or 
grazed on tho grazing area- during the dosed 
season.

Byelaws in respect of places used for the pre* 
paration and storage of gut in the Pilibbit 

municipality. 

1. — .No person shall use any place within 
the municipa I ity and outside it up to 1 mile 
for the preparation and storage of gut unless 
a licence for the use of the same for such pur- 
poses has been, granted, or otherwise than in 
accordance with the conditions of a licence so 
granted. 

No place shall be licensed for the purpose 
which is within 150 yards' of a human habita- 
tion or place of -worship. 

: : ■"%— The ; secretary; shall be the licensing 
officer for the purposes of. these byelaws. 

3.-— Every licence granted under these bye- 
laws shall be subject to the following condi- 
tions 

(a) The licence shall not be operative 

until the health officer has, certified 
that the premises arc furnished 
with satisfactory ventilation and 
drainage and are otherwise suitable 
for the business. 

(b) No portion of the premises shall bo 

used for residential or sleeping pur- 
poses, and no room within the same 
building as the licensed premises 
shall be used as a living or sleeping 
. room, unless it is separated from 
the premises by a substantial wall, 
and contains a window or windows 
opening directly to the sky and 1 
of dimensions not less than one- 
tenth of the superficial area of the 
room. The doors of the building 
opening on public streets shall be 
self-closing. 

(c) No person suffering from any conta- 

gious or infectious disease shall bo 
employed on the premises. 

(d) All undried gut received at the pro- 

r mises and not .required for, im- 
mediate use ; must be kept until 
required, in properly constructed 
and covered vessels of galvanised 
iron or some other non-absorbent 
material. These vessels must be 
kept covered until it is necessary 
to remove the contents for actual 
use. 

(e) At the close of every working day 

every floor or pavement upon the 
premises shall be thoroughly 
cleansed, and. all fragments of gut 
or other matter detached in the 
process of scraping and all garbage, 
tilth, or other offensive matter shall 
be collected and placed in suitable 
vessels or receptacles to be forth- 
with removed with their covers 
affixed from .the premises. Each 
such vessel shall be constructed of 
galvanised iron of some other non- 
absorbent material and furnished 
with a closely fitting cover and 
shall contain a sufficient quantity 
of a deodorant solution. Tim ex- 
port and import of the stuffy from 
and t,o the building should he in 
closed vessels or carts. 


{ i) At the close of every working day 

every bench, . fable, tub, vessel, ; 
utensil or implement : which has

31 next following ; and any application for 
the renewal of a licence must bo made at least, 
a fortnight beforo the expiration of the exist- 
ing licence. 

90 shall be charged for 
every licence granted mu! or those byelaws for 
the full year ending on March 31 next follow- 
ing :

7. — The particulars specified in the licence 
granted under rule 5 shall be inscribed in- 
English and in Urdu or Hindi on a card 
or metal plate which shall be provided by the 
licensing officer, and which shall be affixed to 
some conspicuous part of the carriage by the 
owner. The owner shall not allow the carriage 
to ply for hire unless this card or metal 
plate is affixed to it. 

B.— Carriages shall be classified as fol-

1st cZass.— Four-wheeled carriages drawn 
by one horse of the height of (14) hands or 
over by two horses of the height of (13) hands 
or over, regard being had to the condition of 
the horse or horses and the state of the 
carriage.

—Or dinary tongas of iron 
tyres drawn by one horse of the height of (13) 
hands or over provided that, when any horse 
is not of the prescribed height, but is never- 
theless in the opinion of the licensing officer, 
suitable for a carriage of the class in which 
registration is applied for, registration may 
be made in that class. 

3 rd class.— Ekkas or turn turns of do- 
paiyas drawn by a pony of (13) hands or 
over. 

9. — -Notice of the transfer of ownership of 
any hackney carriage shall be given in writing 
to the licensing officer by tbo transferee with- 
in one week from the date of transfer.

2,-— -No person shall act as driver of a 
hackney carriage within the limits of the 
Haptir municipality who is not licensed to do 
so under these rules. 

3. -— The executive officer shall be the 
licensing officer for the purposes of these 
rules.

12. -No licence, badge or ticket granted 
under these rules shall be transferable. 

13. — It shall be the duty of the licensing 
officer to satisfy himself in every two months 
that thejjanimals, harness and other appurten- 
ances of every licensed carriage are in proper 
condition. A licence may at any time be 
suspended or withdrawn when this is not the 
case. 

14. — Every hackney carriage of the 1st or 
2nd class shall carry two carriage lamps of an 
approved pattern, properly fixed, and with 
clean glasses.

16. — When a hackney carriage is licensed,

— In these byelaws flour 
mills include all mills manufacturing flour, 
which. are worked by electricity, steam, oil or 
petrol engine or any other mechanical contri- 
vance, or with the aid of animals but do not 
include ordinary ehakkis worked by hand. 

2; — No person shall establish or maintain 
a Sour mill ■ within the limits of the muni- 
cipality unless he has obtained the permission 
of the chairman, in accordance with the 
conditions laid down below : — 

(a) The premises in which the mill is 
situated shall be^ pakka in construction and 




strong enough to stand the forces of vibra- 
tions of the mechanical power used to work 
the machinery for milling grain and shall 
not adjoin any premises used for residential 
purposes, except in cases when the owner of 
the mill himself resides in the adjoining 
premises or written permission of both the 
owner and occupier of the said premises ob- 
tained and filed in the municipality. 

(h) Such premises shall not be situated 
within 100 feet of public latrine or dust-bin 
or any offensive trade from which trade dust 
or obnoxious or dangerous gasses may arise 
unless some suitable arrangement has been 
made to the satisfaction of the chairman of 
the board to prevent contamination of flour 
therefrom. 

(c) There shall be no privy on the pre 
mises unless it is separated from the flour mill 
by an open passage at least 6 feet wide or 
by a substantial wall. 

(d) All the drains, pipes or sewers for 
carrying off sullage or sewerage water which 
run under the factory shall be constructed of 
circular glazed stone or earthern-ware or 
cast iron pipes or a drain, made of non-absor 
bent material.

1. The following shall be entitled to 
occupy inspection houses free of rent ior the 
first seven days and after that a fee of Re. 1 per 
dav for 1st class inspection houses and annas

(a) In all cases in which the houses are

(b) At least seven days’ previous notice 

of the dates on which the house is 
required shall be given to the 
chairman, district board. Every 
endeavour will be made to reserve 
the house for the exclusive use of 
opium officers on the dates fixed, 
but in ease of emergency officers of 
any department will be entitled 
to shelter. 

(c) If any house is occupied for more than 

seven consecutive days rent for the 
whole period will be charged at the 
rate of eight annas per room (bath- 
rooms nor counted) per day, subject 
to a minimum daily charge of one 
rupee, 

(d) The cost of special repairs due to the 

occupation of the houses for weigh- 
ment and settlement purposes will 
he charged to the opium depart- 
ment. 

(e) The maximum period during which a 

house may be occupied during either 
settlements or weighments is fifteen 
consecutive days. The chairman 
may, en previous application from 
the opium agent, give special 
sanction to the occupation of bun- 
galow in excess of this period. 

(7) Tlife board, reserves the right of not 
allowing the occupation of any 
particular house if it is required as

drains ; 

(6) the position of and full details 

regarding all drains, latrines 
and other sanitary conveni- 
ences should be clearly given. 

(6) The plans must show, inter alia the 
following : — 

(a) the ground floor and the position 
of the building relative to adjoin- 
ing streets, properties and unoccu- 
pied spaces ; 

(&)■ the first or upper floor and each 
additional floor ; 

(c) the elevation of the building on the 

main frontage line; 

(d) the size ^ of windows, doors and 

ventilation openings for each room 
on every storey ; 

(<?) the materials to be used for external 
walls, party walls, foundations, 
roof-ceiling, floors and bath- 
rooms; 
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1 foot above the level of the bed of the drain 
and discharging in the direction of the 
drain. ■ ■ ■ 

15. — Every room intended for, or used 
for human habitation must, have at least two 
ventilating openings of a total superficial 
area of not less than 12 square feet. 

16. — The lowest point of the plinth shall 
be at such height as is fixed by the public 
works committee in each individual case. 

17. — No room intended for, are used for 

human habitation shall, have a height of less 
than 8 feet to the wall-plate. , 

18. — (1) The term <f Storey ” shall be held 
to mean a room or set of rooms in a building 
the floors of which are at or near the same 
level. 

(2) The height of a building shall be held 
to mean in the case of pent roofs, the greatest 
height to the wall-plate. 

(3) The number of storeys shall not, in 
any case, exceed three and the aggregate 
height shall not exceed 35 feet except with 
special permission.

9. — Every privy shall have a window 
opening directly upon the external air, as 
far as possible, and of at least four square 
feet superficial area. 

Note.— I n this ■ byelaw “ window ” shall mean an 
opening protected by wire-netting or, by iron bars not 
closer than one inoh to each other. 

10,— The platform of every privy shall be 
of non-absorbent material such as glazed 
earthenware or smooth portiand cement not 
less than half an inch thick, so that no urine 
can penetrate. The whole privy shall, as 
regards both internal and external walls, 
he constructed of pakka masonry-in-lime or 
tarred iron sheets.

1. — In these byelaws “ sweetmeat ” means 
all food stuff prepared by halwais, khwan- 
chawals and tandurwalas, and includes poories, 
kaehauries, bread, samosas, vegetable curries 
and chat intended for human consumption, 

2. — Nothing in these byelaws shall apply 
to any house or building used for storing or 
making sweetmeats intended for private con- 
sumption only. 

3. — No shop proper or store room shall be 
used for residential purposes. 

4. — No sweetmeat shall be prepared or 

stored in any building or place which has not 
been approved of as sanitary and suitable by 
an officer of the board duly appointed for the 
purpose,. C- 

5. — Sweetmeats intended for sale shall not 
be placed in or on a dirty utensil or exposed 
for sale, without protecting thorn from flies 
and dust. 

6. — All substances used in the prepartion 
of sweetmeats must bo free from harmful; 
adulteration and of good quality. 

7. — No person suffering from any contagious 
or infectious disease shall be employed in & 
shop where sweetmeats are made or sold. 

8. — Water kept for cleaning utensils and 
•for use in the preparation of sweetmeats, 
and for drinking by customers shall be ob- 
tained from the municipal pipe supply or from 
a pure source sanctioned by the medical officer 
of health. Water thus obtained must be 
stored in a clean vessel provided with covers 
adequately to protect, it from contamina- 
tion. 

9. — No cupboard, case utensil or other 
apparatus shall be used in any such place 
while in a dirty condition or in a condition 
that fails to secure, so far as is possible, the 
immunity of all sweetmeats, articles or in- 
gredients used in or for the making thereof, 
from contamination by dust, insects or other 
injurious things, 

10. — Every such place shall be adequately 
lighted and ventilated and shall be white- 
washed at least once quarterly. 

11. — No lamp or other light shall; be used 
in any such place which is likely by reason of 
its construction or condition to cause smoke 
or soot, 

12. — In any such place no vessel shall be 
used for keeping achars, pickles, or other 
articles containing acids or vegetable matter, 
unless it is constructed of stone, china or 
glass or is enamelled, tinned or electroplated 
ware. 

13. — All such places shall be open during 
business hours to inspection by the board and 
the occupiers thereof shall be bound to comply 
with all reasonable directions consistent with 
the purposes of these byelaws issued to them 
by the board.

Such notice shall give, in the 
case of bricks or tiles, a rough es timate of the 
bricks to be burnt in each compartment of the 
kiln, and in the case of lime, the dimensions 
of the kiln. 

3. — The owner of every kiln shall keep ail 
account plainly and legibly written in a book 
supplied by the notified area in form I or II 
as the case may be, of all materials manu- 
factured by him, entering therein full parti- 
culars of sales, expenditure and stock in hand, 
and such book shall be open to inspection by 
the chairman, vice chairman, town superin- 
tendent, aud by such other members or officers 
of the committee as may bo authorized by it 
in this behalf.

causes servants to work for him or get provi- 
sions cooked for in the kitchen, must pay Re.

5. — Travellers are particularly requested 
to enter correctly in the Travellers’ book 
as soon as they arrive their full names 
and full addresses as well as they date and 
time of arrival, the amount paid by them 
on account of fees for the occupation >of the 
bungalow and the times and dates of their 
departure at the time of their leaving the 
bungalow 


6.-— Priority of arrival gives no exclusive 
right of occupancy to any individual or party 
of travellers. Bat if there are two rooms, two 
dressing rooms and one bathing room, one 
dressing room and one bathing room are at- 
tached to ladies, the other rooms and bath- 
room to male travellers. 


7, — No person can claim shelter in a staging 
bungalow for more than 24 hours. After the 
expiration of the period he is bound to remove 
if called on to do so by another traveller or by 
the officer in charge of the building, the chair- 
man, the secretary or any other officer acting 
on behalf of the secretary. 


8. — Tho khansama at each bungalow will 
cook any provision furnished by travellers. 
But those who employ him to supply eatables 
must pay at the rates settled wdth him. A 
scale shelving fair charges for provisions is 
placed in every room to enable every traveller 
to check the fairness of the kliansama’s bills 
and to report him when his demands are 
excessive. 


9. — Whoever breaks or injures any article 
must pay the cost of replacing it, and record 
having done so in tho Travellers’ book, A list 
showing the amount to be paid for each article 
broken or damaged can be obtained from the 
khansamh. 


10. — Servants travelling with their musters 
or mistresses will not be required to pay fees 
unless they occupy a room separate from their 
masters or mistresses.

12. — The khansama or other in-charge of the 
bungalow is held responsible for getting the 
register filled in as laid down in rule 5 above ,

or apparatus. 

11 , — Every licensee shall cause all filth 
which has been splashed upon any part of the 
internal surface of any wall of any building 
upon the licensed premises to be removed by 
scraping or by some other effectual means of 
cleansing at least twice during the periods 
between the 1st and 21st day of March, 
and the 1st and 21st day of September, 
repecti vely. He shall at the same time cause 
every part of the internal surface above the 
floor or pavement of the building to be thoro- 
ughly washed with hot lime wash : 

Provided always (1) that the fore going 
requirements as to lime washing shall not 
apply to any part of the internal surface _ of 
any building which is painted or covered with 


impervious material and may be otherwise 
properly cleansed and (ii| that this byelaw 
shall not apply to any part of any such build- 
ing which is used only for the storage of dry 
leather. 

12. — Every licensee shall cause every part 
of the internal surface of the walls of any 
building and every floor or pavement upon the 
licensed premises to be kept at all times in 
good order and repair so as to prevent the 
absorption herein of any liquid filth or 
refuse, or any noxious or injurious matter 
which may be splashed or may fall or deposit- 
ed thereon. 

13. — Every licensee- shall cause every part 
of the interior, and exterior of every tub or 
other vessel or receptacle used upon the 
licensed premises to hold a solution of the 
material known as “ Puer ” to be thoroughly 
cleansed by scrubbing or by some other effec- 
tual means once at least in a week. ; 

14 — In cases in which the flashing meat 
is dried for subsequent sale for . the manu- 
facture of glue or jujubs, etc., the drying area 
should be covered by wire netting to prevent 
carrion birds from carrying away the material 
and dropping it in th e vicinity of inhabited 
areas. ^ 

15, — The licensed premises will be open to 
the inspection of the secretary and sanitary 
inspector of the board. 1 

16. — No licence will be granted for the 
premises for storing hides or skins for banning 
unless certified by the sanitary inspector of 
the board. 

Penalty. ■ 

In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 299 (1) of the Act the board hereby 
directs that any breach of the provisions of 
these byelaws shall he punishable with fine 
which may extend to one hundred rupees 
and when the breach is a continuing breach 
with a further fine which may extend to five 
rupees for- every day after the date of the

' Lucknow water supply rules. 

Preliminary. 

1. — These rules shall be read as a contin- 

uation of the United Provinces municipal 
water supply rules, published by notification 
no. 1906/XI- — 6-H, dated July 5, 1916, but 
shall be applicable only to the Lucknow muni- 
cipality. ! -."A-iAv;- 

2. — The board shall so far as possible 

maintain a system of water supply through 
pipes ’throughout the whole of the area com- 
prised within the limits of the Lucknow muni- 
cipality. „ 

3. ' — The pressure at which water shall be 
laid on shall be a pressure of 35 feet above the 
centre of the pumps at the engine house, and 
suoh pressure shall be maintained between 
the hours of 5 a.m. and 10 a. m. and 4 p,m. and 
7 p.m. 

4. — The intervals at which stand pipes 
or pumps shall be erected in all the chief 
streets in the areas referred to in rule 2, in 
which mains have been laid, shall not exceed 
four hundred yards. 

5. — Periodical analysis of water shall be 
made by a qualified analyst as follows : — 

(a) Raw water— ■ 

(i) One sample from the river intake 
or the inlet to settling tank for 
colony count once a week. 

(ii) One sample from the inlet to settling 
tank for chemical analysis once 
quarterly. 


( b ) Filtered water : — 

(i) One sample from each filter, one from 

the combined effluents from the 
rapid and slow sand filters and 
one from any standpost for total 
colony test once a week, but in 
case water is chlorinated one 
sample from each of the collective 
effluents of the rapid and slow 
sand filters, one sample from the 
combined effluent of the rapid and 
slow sand filters, and one from any 
standpost for total colony test 
every week; 

(ii) one sample from clear water reser- 

voir for chemical analysis once 
quarterly; 

(iii) one sample from each of the collec- 

tive effluents of the rapid and 
slow sand filters, one sample from 
the combined effluent of the rapid 
and slow sand filters, and one 
from any standpost for, lactose 
fermentation test every week. 

(2) In the event of a sand filter (open 
slow type) being scraped or renewed. Its 
effluent going into a collecting tank for chlorin- 
ation, the filter shall be brought into opera- 
tion again id the following manner : — 

(a) The bed shall be filled from the 

bottom with filtered water till 
there is 4" of water over the top of 
the sand. The bed shall then be 
filled in the ordinary way with 
unfiltered water. 

( b ) The filter shall stand for 6 hours and 

then be brought into service at 1" 
vertical rate for 12 hours and sub- 
sequently at 6" vertical rate provid- 

: V / ded that the sand bed is not less 
than 15" thick, if it is less than 
15" thick, a 3" rate only shall be 
■ allowed.

— If any building or land or 
both is so situated that a ferrule of the size 
prescribed by the above scale is too small to 
pass in any six hours a quantity of water 
equal to eleven gallons for every rupee of 
water-tax annually assessed on the building 
or land or both, the executive officer may 
permit the use of a ferrule of a largo size. 

Proviso ///.---Provided that the number of 
taps allowed in the above rule shall not 
include 2 or 8 gallon water closet flushing 
cisterns or ball cock for reserve tank for 
cistern, and taps discharging hot water from a 
boiler installation for domestic use. 

9. — Nothing in the preceding rule shall 
be construed to prevent the board entering 
nto an agreement with any person for the 
supply of water subject to control by meter 
through a connexion' pipe or ferrule of a

22. — The sanitary inspector should lecture 
in the villages he visits, distribute pamphlets 
to those who can read and give demons! rations, 
if provided with magic lanterns. 

23. — The sanitary inspector shall keep a 
diary of his work and shall send the prescribed 
periodical reports regularly to the district 

• medical officer of health, 

24. — (i) The district medical officer of 
health should arrange that the sanitary 
inspector should ordinarily report himself 
at the head quarters of the district once every 
month, for instruction from the district medi- 
cal officer of health. Those visits should 
synchronise with the disbursement of pay, 
settlement of bills, etc,

25. — (i) It is not necessary that a sanitary 
inspector should maintain only a horse for the 
permanent travelling allowance given to him 
under rule 5(2).

In such cases temporary gang 
should be formed locally in a village where a 
work has to be done and the men should be 
paid at the rate of labour current in the 
village, 

(H) In cases where labourers cannot the 
engaged on the spot, on account of the local 
conditions, or* where men do not object to 
travel about with the sanitary . inspector, the 
gang may be employed on a permanent basis. 

28. — (i) During epidemics the gang shall 
be used for all purposes necessary in combat- 
ing the epidemic under the orders of the 
district medical officer of health. 

(ii) When epidemics are not prevalent, the 
gang should ■ be employed in cleansing village 
sites, removing rubbish, filling up depressions 
and hollows retaining water and improving 
the general sanitation of villages, 

29. - Ordinary sanitary and anti-malarial 
work should he suspended during the sowing 
and cutting of raid and kharif crops, when 
wages arc high. 


80. — i) One of the beldars may be em- 
ployed as a mate to supervise the work of th’e 
gang when the sanitary inspector is away, and 
to carry disinfectants, magic lanterns, posters 
and to collect labourers in villages when 
required. 

(ii) No member of the gang shall be 
employed in the private service of the sani- 
tary inspector. 

81. — The sanitary inspector shall maintain 
a register showing details of the work done 
by the gang, and shall submit an extract 
from : the register every fortnight to the 
district medical officer of health for the infor- 
mation of the chairman of the board.
